Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is a amyloid targeting molecule-chelator conjugates for imaging amyloid plaques, 
e.g., in vivo used for the treatment of amyloidosis disorders. The closet prior art is Gordon et al ( 
WO 00/64420) which discloses methods and compositions to inhibit, reduces or disrupts amyloid 
deposits, e.g., LAPP- associated amyloid deposits.
